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Increase State Guard 
Is Governor’s Message 


Local Unit Needs Men 


Like most companies of the 
Massachusetts State Guard, the 
Northfield unit needs additions to 
its ranks and invites young men 
to enlist in its efforts. Capt. Max 
Huber of the local company de- 
sires to recruit the organization 
to its full complement and invites 
all interested to call at the Town 
Hall any Thursday evening and

enroll. Since joining the local 
Guard, some sixteen members have 
entered the service. The need for 
more men in the Guard to make 
it efficient and effective is 30 ap- 
parent that Governor Saltonstall 
has issued a proclamation, nam- 


ing the week of Sept. 19 to 25, 
State Guard week and Saturday, 
Sept. 25 as State Guard day. 

Says the Governor: _“Almost 
three years have now passed since 
the first units of our National 
Guard troops were called into Fed- 
eral service. At that time a call 
was issued for volunteers to form 
the Massachusetts State Guard, 
which would function during the 
absence of the National Guard. 

The response was immediate and 
the ranks of the new units were 
quickly filled. Training com- 
menced under the direction of ex: 
perienced officers and non-com- 
missioned ‘officers. Today the 
Commonwealth possesses in ita 
State Guard, a well trained, well 
disciplined force, ready for any 
emergency which may arise. 

However, during the past eight- 
een months, its ranks have been 
steadily depleted due to many of 
its members joining or being in- 
ducted into the regular armed 
forces of our country. 

In order to facilitate and en 
large the scope of the recruiting 
program, I have decided, on the 
advice of the Adjutant General, 
to open the ranks of the State 
Guard to include a limited num- 
ber of young men who have reach- 
ed their seventeenth _ birthday. 
Many of these younger citizens 
face a call to Federal service on 
reaching the age of eighteen. 

A period of six months or a 
year’s service in the State Guard 
should prove of inestimable value 
to these yuong men. Later, if ca!l- 
ed into Federal service, they will 
find this training will stand them 
in good stead. 

It is essential that our military 
establishment be maintained at 
full strength. The members of the 
State Guard will devote the month 
of September to enlisting their 
friends: and neighbors.”
